Chriſt having mention'd firſt the outfide of the cup or plat- 
ter, then the in/ide,'v.26. he returns firſt to the cleanſing of the 
inſide, then the outſide of it. So 1 Cor. 6. 1. after the generall of 
waſhing, which contains the two ſubſequent, ſanfifying'and ju- 
ftifying; the mention of our Lord Jeſis Chrift, which is firſt na- 
med, muſt belong to the latter of the two , that of juſtification; 

and the Spirit of our God to the former, that of ſanfifying. 
Other examples of this obſervation I ſhall leave the Reader 
to obſerve, hen h: reads the Scripture more ponderingly,and 
only proceed to help him'to take norice of it in the point in 
hand.

AD only difficulty remaining in the point , will be, who

be ſatisfied, being propoſed in theſe terms, [Wha were the 4- 
poſiles fucceſſors in wer, which concerncd the gaverning 
theſe Churches which they had planted] And 1. Tanſwer, that 
it being a matter of fact, or ſtory, later then chat the Seripture 
can univerſally reach to it, cannot be fully ſatisfied, or anſwe- 
red from thence, any further then the perſons of Timothy or 
Titus, &c. and the ſcverall Angels of the Churebes in the Apa. pr 
Iypſe(who are acknowledged by all theAntients to be ſengle per- 7 
ſons, that had power over all others in thoſe Churches, )but will 2 2 
in the full Ititude through the ver fal Church in thoſe times, 
be made clear from the next evidences, that we have, viz, from 
the conſent of the Greek and Latine Fathers, who generally re- 
. ſolve, that Biſhops arethoſe ſucceſſors. This I ſhall not be ſo 
unreaſonable as to attempt to prove at large through the 
writings of thofe Fathers, but content my ſelf with one or 
two of the firſt of them.

But then befides this, third- 
ly, the vulgar,and even Geneva edition reading yeo7i]ayback it 
with citation of places ofScripture pertinent only to that ſenſe, 
as that Viſdome is not alwayes with the hoary hair, &c. Fourthly, 
that other reading is not avowed by, or cited from any Greek: 
manuſcript, but onely that in the Laurentiana Bibliotheca, and 
the old Latine, made uſe of by the moſt Reverend Primate of 
Armach, which is directly tranflated out of ĩt, and ſo doth nor: 
at all adde to the authority. But then fifthly, if that reading 
of eaten) atis ſhould be acknowledged, yet would it con- 
clude nothing againſt the Order of Biſbops in thoſe firſt times.

Auesn to loo ſe, are by the Hebrewes attributed to the interpreters 
of the lam, (which ſeems ſomething agreeable to this obſerva- 
tion) conceiving the Keyes there fpoken of, to be the keyes of 
knowledge, Luk. 1 1.5 2. doth yet on Matth. 16. 19. interpret 
Nu and xe binding and looſing there, by negrtiv and die re- 
taining and remitting, Joh. 20.23. and in his notes on that third 
place acknowledges, that thus the Apoſtles did remit, either 
when by Bapti me they received into the Church thoſe that pro- 
felled the faith, or when after the teſtimony of ſerious repentance 
they received into their communion thoſe that had been lapſt or 
fallen, and applies to it that of the 2 Cor. 2. 10. To whom ye 
forgire any thing, I forgive alſo, (which belongs clearly to the 
excommunicate, inceſtuows perſon, in the former Epiftle, who was 
it ſeems by this Ecclefiaftical courſe brought to a capacity of 
remiſfion, and abſolution by that time, and now abſolved by St. 
P.ul )and for the conjunction ofboth theſe ſenſes in the inter- 
rms of that place, he produces S. Cyprians authority, 

.73- To which I ſhall only adde, that in another part of 
his Notes upon the Goſpels, Luk. 6. 22. this very Judicious 
man (whoſe education might have given him as great preju- 
di.ts againſt the Prelacie, as any other) hath given us a very 
excellent tract concerning this ſubject of Excommunicativn, or 
Cenſures ; And at laft reſolves out of Sc. Cyprians Epiſtles, 
Totum ferme Chriſtiane diſcipline vigorem in iſtis judiciis confletiſſe, 
8c. that well nigh all the vigor of Chriſtian diſcipline conſiſted in thoſe 
4 np of the Church. Qem morem qui ex Eccleſis ſublatum 
volunt, grauiſimum infligunt vulnns diſcipline , quam corrwtis adeb 
Chriſtianorum moribus ad veterem ſeveritatem reduci maximum 
fit operg pretium , tantum abeſt, ut ulla ej pars reliqua laxari 
debeat, &c. Woich cuſtame they which would remove out of be 
church, inflitt a moſt grievous wound en diſcipline , which (nom in 
| this 
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t bis notable corruption of the mamiers of Chriſtiam) it were moſt ex- 
ceſſently worth any 241 pains to have reduced to it antient feverity, 
ſo far is it from being fit , that any remaining member or part of it 
ſhould be loofed, or put out of joynt; and in another place, Diſci- 
plinam morum ego non refupio, ut modo pax coeat , nulla futura ſit tam 
ſevera, cui nan libenter me meoſque ſim ſubjecturur. For the diſcipline 
in order to manners, I would willinply ſubject my ſelf, and all that be- 
long to me, to the ſevereſt that could be brought into the Church. But 
this by the way. 

For the pertefting of this anſwer, and ſatisfying all the con- 
trary appearances fully, it muſt yet farther be obſerved, that 
there is one thing preſimed, and not undertaken to be proved 
in this objection, without which alFthe obſervations from 
the Talmud are utterly invalid andunconcluding;and that one, 
thing not at all to be granted by us, being indeed, as I con- 
ceive, very far from truth. It is this; that by the particle gand daa 
{ whatſoever ye ſhall bind, &c. ] is noted the thing, and not 
perſon, for ſo that interpretation requires [what thing ſoever ye ſpall 
declare to be unlawful, &c. J whereas it's no new thing in all lan- 
gages and dialecis to put the nexter for the maſculine gender, 
things for perſons,and that in the New Teftament; is not without 
example; as Fob. 17. 7. tis our Saviours dialet᷑t (and it is the 
very word zu, which we have now in hand)Fea Siftvx; per Kc. 
whatſoever, i. e. al thoſe men,v.6.and fo 1 Job. 5. 4. wiv 945arnditi 
expounded by d &c. v. 1 8. every thing,i.e.every one, that is born 
of God. Thus when S. John, Apve. 2 1. 2 keth of man, and 
other the like inhabitants of the new alem, he faith, there 
Pall not enter in there any thing that defileth, or that worketh abomi- 
mation, or a lye; dy wotty in the neuter, which is, no doubt, ws 
unclean abominable per ſon; &c. So 2 Thefſ.2.4. the Apoſtle ſpeak- 
ing of Ambri, ſaith; chat he exabteth himſelf above all that is 
eulled God; where the ſ vd all in the neuer, ſure fignifics in the 
maſculy 1 that-pareakes-of that name, the King and 
Potentates of the Earth; fo Heb.7.7. +3 Þmevler in the neuter; for

Now for the ſecohd proof whith'is offer*dby the ſam hand

So again for private confefjon and approbation,( which belongs 
more to the internal commuouagain, then to the external) we 
drive no man from that by Excommunicetion , but onely from 
publick performance of it in the Congregation(under which, 
and which only,the publick bearing of theWord read or preach'd 
is contained.) And by ſo doing we ſeparate him from that ui- 
fible Church on that charitable one purpoſe , that he may ſee 
how he hath abuſcd that benifit,and timely learn to make bet- 
ter uſe of it, though again we do not invite him to that bare 
empty oral publick or private confeſſion, or that oral qyro- 
bation, which his hands, i.e. his ans confuce, or that rait 
able bearing, which will onely heap judgement on him; yet on 
the other {ide are far from detercing him from the real publick 
confe;Fon, &c. but by thus dealing with him we ſhewhim the 
neceſſity of it, and 6 by beatinghim out of his falſe holds, 
which will do him no good, drive ( which is more then itvi- 
ting) him to the true refuge or Sanctuary, the real/ confefpon, the 
effectuall approbation;& profitable hearing. To which head i muſt 
add, that I much wonder why all this while in the number of

39. from partabing 
of Pray er and ali ſacred commerce: and generally the xafaigsors an- 
tiently was from al l: ( chough the manner of receiving in peni- 
tents being firſt by admitting them to bearing, and then to par- 
tak ing in the prayers, which were before thoſe that are joyn'd 
with thecommunion; and after, to thoſe —— alſo, and in time 
to the Communion it ſelf ) it was after thought fit that ſome of 
the cenſures ſhould not be totall to the excluding from all, but 
only ſetting them inter audientes, or Catechumenos, which were 
not yet admitted to the Sacrament, of which only the pꝑractiſe 
which he ſets himſelf againſt ſeems to be an imitation. What 
follows therefore in the concluſion of that Theſis, that, [quod 
aliæ pane non pertinent ad ſubſtantiam excommunicationis certum eſt. 
"Tx certain that other penalties belong not tothe ſubſtance of excom- 
munication] is very falſe, and proceeds from an ignorance, or 
willingneſſe to deceive, as if the word Excommunication denoted 
only the keeping from the Sacrament of the Lords Supper (to 
which end, it now ſeems, it was, that the firſt Theſis was de- 
ſigned, and againſt whatſoever ĩt is argumentative*cwill not be 
againſt us). whereas it denotes the exciſion from all, or any de- 
gree of Communion'in ſacris, and is a genericalavord, of which 
there be different pecies according to the ſeveral kinds of holy 
things (the Vora, the Prayers, the Sacraments) from which one 
may beexcommunicate ; And that of excluſion from the Sac ra- 
ment is-one degree of excluſion, and the excluſion from either 
or both of the other alſo is an addition to that, never inflited 
upon any but thoſe to whom the Sacrament was denied.

tion, & do not at all diſcern any * their ſpeaking with

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divers tongues, but look only upon the ridiculouſneſſe of the 
action, as ofa gabbling of that which no man underſtands, wil 
reſolve that this is a direct madneſſe thus to do. Whereas on 
the other fide that of Propheſying, interpreting of the doctrine 
of Chriſt intelligibly, and the other parts of the Church-Service 
in a known language, will be apt to convince, or inſtruct thoſe 
unbeleevers or ignorants; This, and no more but this, is the direct 
rationall importance of thoſe verſes; wherein though there be 
mention of unbeleevers coming in, ytt that being only by way of 
ſuppoſition [ if they come in, &c. ] I might juſtly ſay, that that is 
no plain affirmation of Scripture, that beatbens, & alii quilibet, 
any others that will, are not prohibited the hearing of Gods 
word, &c. For, 1. tis an old rule, that ſuppoſitio non — 
poſing( if they do qdoth not ſuppoſe they do, much leſſe that lawfully 
they may: and 2. that text names only ethnicks and ignorants, 
and belongs not at all to the alii quivis ,any other that wil,as that 
contains the impenitentChriſtians,which are the only perſons, 
to which our Excommuication belongs; and of them the Apoſtle 
is far from affirming or fu ppofing, that they might not be ſo 
excluded, and if they ſhould by wayof reduction be forced into 
that verſe, the Apoſtles reaſons would be ſpoiled, for they being 
ſuppoſeable to underſtand that unnomn tongue (as they may do 
for all their impenitenceJat leaſt to know what belongs to the 
gift of tongues, and to what uſe they were deſigned, would not 
think them mad preſently that uſed iz; which ing, ſaid, I may 
further add, that thoſe heathens coming into the Church, or the 
not prohibiting them to enter, isa very diſtinct thing from the 
admiſſion of the impenitent Chriſtians, when they are by Church 
cenſures prohibited,becauſe the Apoſtle himſelf which prohibits 
Communion with the brother (that is,the Chriftian)which is a for-

One thing only I may have leaſure 
to commend in that Theſis, that he Tin es Excommunication by 
publica & ſolennis interdic i ia, a publick ſolemne Interdiction, & præ- 
eunte copnitione (T ſuppole he means legitima) with a lepall cogni- 
unce preceding it, and ſhall add, that they quite deform the 
Primitive Inſtitution, who deny the Sacrament to whole Con- 
gregations at once without any charge laid to all or any part 
of them, (ſave only that they are a mixt Congregation, wherein 
there are ſome evil men, which yet is not legally proved nei- 
ther.) and they alſo who deny it to particular men ſufficiently 
catechiſcd, without any publick coprtizance of their crime, or 
proceſſe of admonition firſt, and ſecond, or that deſign that excluſion 
to any other end, then ut peccantes re/ipiſcant, the reducing ſimiers 
to repentance : and therefore no ſmall petty trifle is a ſufficient 
matter for this, but contumacious continuing in ſome ſcanda- 
Jous fin after admonitions, from which when they return a- 
gain by a fincere af proved repentan ce, they are to be abſolved.

the Novatians. Nor thirdly, any — lying on the Miniſter 
that adminiſters, for he having admonil n to our 
Church Orders in our Liturgy) every ſuch ſinner to go home, 
and repert, and not to approach to that table, is in charity to 
believe (being not able to ſearch the heart) that he, that after 
that ſo comes, is a truepenitent. Only if in prudence he think it 
unlikely, and therefore out of care to a poor mans ſoul, and for 
the preventing of the ſin of unworthy receiving, he think fit to 
admoniſh him moreprivately,or particularly to that end, or 
to do any ching elſe, which in prudence may contribute to it, 
this is but his duty to an erring brother, and when that is dc ne,- 
any farther cmergent guilt lies upon the receiver,and he is not- 
(in caſe of the mans unworthy receiving) partaker of that ſin. 
All the neceſſity then that is in this matter, Iĩes firſt upon the 
receiver himſelf, that he be wary, that he come nor till he be 
pre pared (and tliat belongs not to our preſent confi 


ton) 
and: 
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and upon the Biſbops, or Governours of the Church, that when cha- 
rityto ſouls requires it of them, they fail not thus to proceed; 
that when mercy and friendly admonitions prevail not, they 
then take in ſeverity, the les rod in the ſeaſon for a Pod, 
in ſtead of bis Spirit of rey and meetneſſe , and to that end be 
watchfull over the fluck, that they fall not into ſuch dangers, 
and n ect or mereifulneſſe. 

As for the qualifying of the perſons, of whom this queſtion 
is ask'd, I ſhall not differ with the Propoſer , but reſolve, ay 
anon we ſhall ſhew, that he that is thus, may (and ought in the 
ſenſe that I mention ) be thus dealt with, and we ſhall joyn 
iſſue with him for the precept and examples of Scripture com-

Fhe ſecond end which I named, was the repairing the bonour 
and dignity of the Church , which 2 „ the, purity of the 
lives of Cheiſtian profeſſars,is neceſſaxily loſt both/in the opi- 
nion of Gad, and men (eſpeclallythoſe which are withmt)by the 
impieties and unchriſtian actions of any which are called by 
Chrifts Name, which is therefore by then Ar ſaid to be bla 
phemed or evil ſpoken of, when Chriſtians fall into any notori- 
ous ſins, and then there is no way to recover the reputation* of 
the Church, and even of the Chriſtian Religion,and in a Kinde, of 

Chriſt himſel but by expreſſing the wrath and diſpleaſufe of 
the Church againſt thoſe who walk thus inordinately; and ſo 
proclaiming unto all, that Chriſtianity is not a Doctrine (as 
Zozimus, and Celſus, and Julian miſtook it) of ſecurity or im- 
punity to any ſort of impenitents, but of ſtrict, preciſe, exact 
furity, though ſome ungracious perſons walk contraryto thoſe 
preſcriptions : This is the only tabula poſt naißffugium, plank or 
means of relief, when the fame and good name of the Church 
is thus ſbiy- wrackt, and ſo fit to be deſigned in the ſecond place. 

A third gain and profit deſigned by cheſe cenſures is the warn- 
ing and admoniſhinę of others; not leſt they ſhould be polluted by: 
preſence amonꝑ the profane, as they that toucht tlie uncleair 
thing were polluted under the Law, ( any farther then by the- 
ſpreading, leprous quality of their æample) which is the comon 
errour of the — faſtidious Fhariſees of all ages, and is clearly 
confuted by St. Paul, x Cor. 5. 10. Where the wy guraraplyruty;

Patriarch opened it, and inolngs aurrepyiay, aviyro why ovy u- 
enrhy, officiated and read the prayer of abſoturion : Whereupon tte 
jc nta of her hands and feet were immediately looſed. They ſealed it 
up again, and returning after three dayes found all turn'd to 
duft. This they reported to theSultan,who wondred, and was a- 
ſtoniſhed, and ſaid, 57: Savuaria, x) due i Tis 1 dν, That this 
Religion and faith of theCh ”__ was wonderful and true.This fame 
ſtory is related again at large, [.2. Thrco Gr.$.32. In the Pa- 
triarchial Hiftory of Emanuel Malaxus in _ Greek.

the Thebans, &c. on the other; of which there is mention in 
Tbucydides, but a full narration in Diodorus Siculus in the place L. 1. p. 73. 
ſore- cited. From that one Author in one Page theſe few things p · 425. 
may be learnt by way of ſtory. 1. That on occaſion of ſacriledge 
or invaſion of the rights of their gods, (g + 3409) as 
the plowing up a peice of ſacred ground calſd Cirrbæa ( which was 
the crime of the Phocenſes or the taking in War, and ſeizing 
on the like place call'd Cadmea (which was the Lacedemonians 
fault) the Senate of the Amphigtyones upon complaint of the 
Keowriuorss Or recorders of holy things , did devote or Anathe= 
matize even a whole Country or Region at once, as that of the 
Lacedemonians,and that other of the Phocenſes. 2. That what was 
thus done, was confrm'd by the Grecians generally, A EN 
ovveTIKugsrTwy Te Soypate Tor Anh“, 0. 3. That though 
Sacriledge was the occaſion of this devoting, yet was it not the im- 
mediate cauſe or crime wherein it was founded, but their not 
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ſubmitting to ſome former puniſhments, not paying the multi 
which had been inflicted on them by the ſame face, for that 
crime. The puniſhments of thoſe firſt crimes are there mention- 
ed to have — great ſummes of moncy laid on the offenders, 
Medi xaca dures mornot; nenuasty,Emonncds TaAdY]ors 18]exeifncer) 
and upon the not paying of that, this devoting follows. 4. The 
nature of this puniſhment conſiſted, 1. In the ſhame that it 
brought upon the offenders, ſuch as Philomelus tels his Phocen- 
ſes, drdySpay undpyer meecegy, tis the part of uimanly \perſones not to 
lay it to he art, or conſider it. 2. In the conſequents ot it, in that it 
would «iy Suyoy ompipery x) m3) N drr Cip d raaro we bring danger 
and ſubverſion to all their lives, & that in two reſpects. 1. In reſpect 
of God;to whoſe vengeance they were thus devoted, (anſwerable 
to the pagzraddt forement ioned, added to the d ) which 
reſpett it. is, in order to the Phocenſes, called there aa, be- 
ing conſecrated or devoted. 2. In reſpe& of men, to whoſe miſ- 
chief alſo they were —— what we read of Cain 
when he was caſt out of Gods preſence; Any man, ſaith he, that meets 
me, will kil me )and therefore in order to the Spartant, it is call'd 
there uroorornele; dg, an expoſing them to the common hat red of 
all men. 5. That for them that were under any ſuch ſentence, 
there was no way, but to obey the mulet that was formerly in- 
flicted on them, i. e. to reform their contumacie, which they that 
were not able to do, or not willing, and therefore pretend they 
were not abli (query ws ix]icar phy d D ⁰ν,τνι Efie u 73 
ute O- & xeradixns)have no way left, but endeavour to nul the 
ſentence, by provingit unjuſt, (Axuęsv xetouy morfiy, xelæeis ddiuus 
Jeixydyci, ad ixus Smopdors dxvparas)by ſhewing that it was no fault, 
on which the former puniſhment, ( to which their contumacie 
had been expreſt)was infficted. And to make good this plea,their 
beſt & indeed only way was that of force, vi. to makePhilomelus 
their General, & to provide him an Army, which was accord- 
ingly done, and after ſome three or four proſperous fights on 
that ſide, the concluſion was, that at laſt agreeably to the cauſe, 
Pag. 43 2. in the ſight of his proſperous impiety he was routed and ſlain. 
And ſo you have a brief of che firſt paſſage. The other is that 
known one of the Druids among the ancient Galli, mentioned

The former of theſe are thus deſcribed, by 
their offices or imployments, Illi rebus divinis interſunt, ſacrificia 
publica & privataprocurant, religiones interpretantur, ad hos magnus 
adoleſcentium numerus diſcipline cauſe concurrit > magn4que ii ſunt 
apud eos banore ; nam fere de omnibus controver iis publicis privatilg 
conſtituunt, & ſi quid eſt admiſſum ſacinus, ſi cedes facta, de heredi- 
tate, de finibus Controverſia eſt, iidem decernunt, præmia penaſq; con- 
ftituunt : Si quis aut privatus, aut populus, eorum decreto non ſteterit, 
ſacrificiis interdicunt. Hæc pena apud eos eft graviſima ; Quibus ita 
eſt interdichmm, ii numero impiorum ac ſceleratorum habentur, ab tis 
omnes decedunt , aditum eorum ſermonemg; defugiumt, ne quid ex cun- 
tagione incommodi accipiant, neque iis petentibus jus redditur, neque 
ullus honos communicatur, His omnibus Druidibus preeſt mus, &c. 
They are the men employed in all the ſervice of God, perform the 5 
like and private ſacrifices, inſtmer the youth,and are honoured by them, 
are the Jacke in wel- nigh all both publique and private cont rover ſies; 
if any outrage or murder be committed, any difficulty about bounds or 
inheritance, they decree and determine both rewards and puniſhments ; f 
If any private perſon or people ſtand not to their decrees , they forbid * 
bim their ſacrifices. This is of all other the moſt grievous puniſhment, "I 
they that are under this interdict, are accounted as impious and enor- 
mous per ſons, all men refuſe their company, come not neer them, nor 
diſcourſe with them, leſt the contagion hurt them; they receive no ad- 
vantage by the Lawes of the Kingdom , nor are capable of any honour 
in it. Of all theſe Druids there ij one Prefect or Preſident , &c. 
And it ſeems this cuſtome and inftitution among them was 
conceived to have had its original from Britain. Diſciplina in 
Britannia reperta, atque inde in Gallium tranſlata eſſe exiſtimatur, &+ 
nunc qui diligentizs eam rem cognoſcere volunt , plerunq; illd diſcendi 
cauſa profici — This * was found in Britain, and thence 
brought unto the Galls, and they that are willing to have any exa#t 
knowledge of it, do now ordinarily go thither to learn it. The ſtory 
being in it ſelf thus clear and full, will have little need of my 
comment or obſervation on it; all that I meant to do was to 
ſhew you the conſent of other Religions, & Nations,and by that to
